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Worship That God Seeks

“T e hour cometh, and now is, when 
the true wors ipp-rs s all worship the 
Father in spirit and in truth: for the Fa- 
ther seeketh such to worship him. God 
is a Spirit: and they that worship him 
must worship him in spirit and in truth” 
—John 4:23-24. 


God seeks true worship. We might de- 
fine or classify true worship four ways. 
Sincere worship, not of the lip but of the 
heart. Intelligent worship, not supersti- 
tious, formal or traditional, but that 
which springs from a heart convinced 
of Divine existence and an appreciation 
of Divine attributes. Sympathetic wor- 
ship, rejoicing in the faithfulness, right- 
eousness and love of God. Consistent 
worship, such as is supported by a life 
and conduct truly harmonious with the 
language and sent‘ments of devotion. 


Can any set manner or methcd be set 
forth as we consider ways and means of 
true worship? No. The history of the 
human fam ly in the church reveals var- 
ied methods, practices and forms. Pos- 
sibly many have truly worshiped God 
in these, while to many others they were 
only forms. There was a set manner in 


which to worship under the Old Cove- 


nant. This consisted of certain forms and 
ceremonies and set places of worship. 
Our text tells us that Chr’st spoke against 
the continuance of this type of worship 
and in its place set forth true spiritual 
worship. 

Spiritual worship is in direct contrast 
to fleshly worship. Under the Old Cove- 
nant the children of Israel worshiped 


| God through fleshly ceremonies and 


manifestations with a spiritual signifi- 
cance. They were taught the spiritual 
meanings of their rites and ceremonies. 
However, if God’s Spirit produces them 
in our worship, we are on safe ground. 
Nowhere in the New Testament do we 
have a record of the church dancing be- 
fore God. Many assume that this hap- 
pened, no doubt, but it was certainly 
not a ritual or ceremony in every serv- 
ice. There are many people who think 
and believe that this should take place 
in every service and that if it is not done 
there has been no blessing. Their claim 
for this privilege or ceremony is the 
fact that Israel danced before the Lord. 
This does not give Scriptural ground 
under the New Covenant; so there re- 
mains no premise to support this claim. 

Traditions and forms have bound 
man churches, Pentecostal church in- 
cluded. Many people feel that they have 
to worship God in a certain manner to 
be Pentecost*l. Just whxt is Pentecostal 
worship? Someone answers: “Liberty in 
the Spirit.” What then is liberty in the 
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Spirit? Taois would bring another ques- 
tion. Whose spirit, mine or God’s? To 
some, liberty often means freedom to 
give expression to what the flesh desires. 
Then to othcrs it means the parading of 
supposed spiritual virtues before their 
fellow men. 

Concerning this matter of liberty, the 
Bible teaches the fact that the spirit of 
the prophet is subject to the prophet; 
and therefore liberty is not to be made 
license. Also it teaches that our liberty 
in the Spirit is to be exercised for the 
edific tion of all and not to the gratifi- 
cation of self. Its basic teaching is that 
true liberty is freedom from self. Christ 
said, “He whom the Son sets free is free 
indeed.” No one can have greater liberty 
than this, to be freed from self into the 
glorious liberty of the Spirit, where one’s 
spirit if made free to worship God. This 
cannot come by natural means. Flesh 
cannot promote it. Forms may help and 
they may hind r. Certainly that which is 
born of flesh is flesh and that which is 
born of spirit is spirit as the Word de- 
clares. Fleshly worship does not and can- 
not please God. Consider the example of 
the children of Israel while Moses was 
on the Mount receiving the law. They 
knew that God had bzen the one who 
redeemed them from Egyptian bondage 
and had brought them through the Red 
Sea. Yet we find them worshiping a 
golden calf of their own choosing. They 
said, “These be thy gods, O Israel which 
brought thee out of Egypt.” So many are 
saying today, “These be our gods, or 


_these are the things that bless us.” 


God is a jealous God, who will be wor- 
shiped in spirit and in truth. How can 
we say that these things be our gods, 
our liberty as many seemingly do when 
they say that dencing, shouting, hand- 
clapping represent our free spirit. These 
things are set forth in many cases as the 
Pentecostal way to worship, and to many 
people this has become the only way 
to worship. In the {pirit of God these 
things are in order, but in the flesh they 
are just flesh and therefore not pleasing 
or acceptable to God, for they have no 
virtue in themselves. 


How then shall we worship? Look at 
2. Corinthians 4:6-7—“For God, who com- 
mended the light to shine out of dark- 
ness, hcth shined in our hearts, to give 
te licht of the knowledge of the glory 
of Gol in the face of Jesus Christ. But 
we have this treasure in earthen vessels, 
thit the excellency of the power may be 
of God, and not of us.” Everyone has a 
spirit, and it can be projected, sensed, 
and felt. Our spirits have a definite in- 
fluence on their surroundings. 


From this standpoint, let us consider 
worship. We learn that true worship is 
the communion of our spirits with the 
Spirit of God. Each individual in a serv- 
ice is in communion with God if he is 
truly worshipping. The image of the 
Lord Jesus being stamped in each heart, 
the mind and Spirit of Christ is projected 
through each human spirit into the serv- 
ice. To get a clear image on the screen, 
the lens (our spirit) must be focused on 
the image (Christ) to be projected. To 
do this our desires must be out of the 
way. Christ in God must be the center of 
our worship and the image of our wor- 
ship. 


Let us picture every spirit focused on 
Christ, and His image projected on a 
giant screen. A verfect likeness of Christ 
will result. But suppose one or two or 
several are not focused on Christ but on 
self and their own desires. An imperfect 
picture as to the whole will result. This 
is exactly what happens in our services 
as we worship. We are cither focused on 
Christ or on self. Our own blessing is 
dependent solely on our own communion 
with: God, at least that blessing which is. 
genuine and lasting. A combined com- 
munion results in a larger, more power- 
ful and intense picture. The presence of 
Christ is realized by all, and the sinner 
present knows He is there. 


All projectors must have light, and 
they are rated according to their candle- 
power. The bright-st and most powerful 
light is God’s light. This light will shine 
only on the face of Jesus Christ in our 
hearts, and no other image will do. When 
this light shines on Christ in our hearts 
then Christ is projected through our 
spirits to all about us. A concentration of 
many such projections can only be glory, 
wondrous giory, God’s glory in its ful- 
ness. God’s light will shine any time the 
face of Jesus Christ is clear in and on our 
hearts. This is the only way to get the 
glory. It does not come down; it is here 
if we are in the Spirit. 

Because God has blessed at some time 
through a certain means such as a song, 
a message, or a chorus, we should never 
try to duplicate it in order to receive the 
same blessing. If it is the Spirit of God 
inspiring to do:so, it will work; but if it 
is the flesh, it will not work. The power 
to shine is of God and not of man. God 
cannot and will not shine upon self or 
flesh and neither is He limited to any 
one means. God will always shine upon 
the face of Jesus Christ in our hearts, 
however, no matter what means pro- 
duces the worship of Him.

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Did Forrestal Die in Vain? —

The world today is a world of sorrow, 
a world of sickness, a world of stress and 
strain, and all because it is a world of sin 
that is dominated by Satan, who has been 
called “the god of this world,” a world 
that is in need of a Saviour, who has been 
sent and a salvation that has been se- 
cured, but, tragic as is the fact, has been 
accepted by only a comparatively small 
number of earth’s inhabitants. Even the 
Lord, almighty as He is, cannot save 
people who are unwilling to be saved, 
and who persistently refuse to avail 
themselves of the salvation that has been 
provided. 

Multitudes in the earth in bygone 
days, and many today, have concluded 
that life is not worth living; they have 
chosen death rather than lite, and have 
ended their lives by committing suicide 
in order to escape, if possible, from life’s 
miseries, or life's monotony. 

When somebody said to a great Eng- 
lish statesman, “I wish you a happy New 
Year,” the statesman replied, “A happy 
New Year! It needs to be happier than 
the last, for in that I knew not one happy 
day.” When an English lawyer who was 
regarded as having lived a life of suc- 
cess, a long series of successes, success 
succeeding success, was about to retire 
to.a private estate to spend his last days, 
he remarked, “I hope in retirement to 
get a little rest between vexation and the 
grave.” One of the most brilliant men of 
a preceding century said, “I have en- 
joyed all the pleasures of life, and I do 
not regret their loss, for I have been be- 
hind the scenes, and seen the coarse 
pulleys and ropes and tallow candles.” 
He looked upon what the world craves, 
and humanity applauds and seems to 
delight in, and man aspires to possess, 
as just a great show, a vain performance, 
a theatrical display. When somebody said 
to the founder of the Rothschild family, 
a man who had uncounted millions at 
his disposal, “You must be a very happy 
man, he replied, “I sleep every night 
with pistols under my pillow.” And a 
brilliant poet of a generation or so ago 
wrote these lines, 


“All this passing scene 
Is a peevish April day; 

A little sun, a little rain, 

And then death sweeps along the plain, 
And all things fade away.” 


And attention has been called again 
and again to the beautiful but pathetic 
lines of Lord Byron: 

“My days are in the yellow leaf, 

The flowers and fruits of life are gone, 

The worm, the canker, and the grief 

Are mine alone.” 
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Recently a man of ability and oppor- 
tunity who had reached a position of 
responsibility and trust in this country, 
and who had been honored by thousands, 
and doubtless envied by many, put an 
abrupt end to his own life. The news- 
papers told us the tragic story, and every 
news analyist in the country commented 
upon it. The story is still fresh in our 
minds. He had been a member of Presi- 
dent Truman’s cabinet, and had been 
selected by the President, and appointed 
to his high office, on account of his abil- 
ity, and the confidence of the public in 
him which that ability incited. So 
pleased was the President with the serv- 
ice which he rendered after his appoint- 
ment, and confirmation by the United 
States Senate, that when he tendered his 
resignation, the President was unwilling 
to accept it, and consented only when he 
was convinced that the health of the pub- 
lic official made it a necessity. 


James Forrestal was the first Secretary 
of Defense, a new cabinet office that was 
believed to be made necessary by the 
exigencies of the times. International 
complications had become so tangled, 
the United Nations appeared to be head- 
ing at such a rapid rate toward the same 
scrap heap that was reached a few years 
ago by the League of Nations, and the 
prospect of an approaching world cata- 
clysm—a third World War—was engross- 
ing the attention of the people of the na- 
tion, and of the world, to such an extent, 
that it was deemed advisable to have a 
man of ability in the cabinet of the Presi- 
dent who could devote all his time and 
attention and energies to the great prob- 
lem of devising adequate means and 
methods to defend our country from at- 
tack in the event of war, making all pos- 
sible preparations beforehand, so that 
the nation might be preserved from the 
danger of being caught off guard. No 
ordinary man could fill such a post. It 
was imperative that the best available 
man be found. And the President of the 
United States believed that he found him 
in the person of James Forrestal who was 
acquainted with all the arts of modern 
warfare, and had a mind that had under- 
gone severe training, and was capable of 
delving into the problem of national de- 
fense and directing the activities of a 
new department of the Executive Branch 
of the National Government. 


The advice and counsels of Forrestal 
were highly velucd by the President and 
appreciated by the other members of the 
cabinet. It was asserted that he had done 
a good job, as good a job as any man 
could have been expected to do. But, 
while he was meditating upon the prob- 


lem of. national defense and was devising : 
means and methods whereby the security | 
of the nation could be assured, he neg- |} 
lected his own defense and allowed him- } 
self to be assailed by an enemy greater || 
than communistic Russia, or any other | 
single nation, or ali the other antagonistic. 
nations on the face of the earth com- || 
bined; for the exemy who.assailed For- | 
restal and whose dart felled him to th: | 
ground, and put a period to his earthly 
existence, was none other that he who | 
was the authsr of sin at the beginning, | 
and who has been engineering the } 
schemes of national and international | 
diplomacy all the way down througn the |} 
centuries in the interests of his own king- | 
dom, which is the kingdom of darkae:s, 
of despair, of destruction, and of death. 

Forrestal knew that he w_s in danger. | 
And the means of adequ..te defense and | 
permanent security were at hand. But he 
turned from them, and, instead of seek- 
ing refuge where refuge can only be 
found, he sought solace and comfort in | 
the writings of a pagan poet who knew 
not God and whose mind was permeated » 
by the atheism that is making, as it has 
made, tens of thousands of persons 
wretched on the earth today. 


After he had eluded his guards and — 
plunged to his death from the window of | 
the hospital where he was being treated. — 
and where it wes believed he was recov- 
ering from the nervous condition that 
had sent him there, it was discovered | 
that he had been reading, just before the — 
fatal jump, the writings of that ancient 
Greek classic poet, Sophocles, and that 
he had copied in a firm hand the first 
twenty-six lines of a doleful poem, in 
which had occurred such expressions as 
these: “Worn by the waste of time; com- 
fortless, nameless, hopeless, save in thé | 
dark prospect of a yawning grave.” And 
that a little farther on in the uncopied 
portion of the poem he-had read of one 
“Who wanders as now in darkness and 
disgrace,” and then these words, 


“When reason’s day : 

Sets rayless, joyless, quenched in cold decay, 

Better to die and sleep the never-waking 
sle2p, than linger on, 

And dare to live when the soul’s life is 
gone,” 


Forrestal evidently concluded that 
Sophocles was right. Believing, as he ap- 
parently did, that death is a “never- 
waking sleep,” he-decided to end his life. 
And, having made the dec’sion, he leap- 
ed to his death from a third story win- 
dow. ; 

If he had read the Bible, instead of 
reading Sophocles, if he had sought the 
consolat’on of God, the help of-the Al- 
mighty, the refuge that can be found 
only in the faith of the fathers, the sor- 
row to the family would have been . 
averted, and a soul would have been 
eternally saved.

“Quench not... despise not... 
Prove all things: hold fast that which is 
good.”—] Thess. 5:19-21. 


When our Lord Jesus poured the lovely 
Holy Spirit upon the waiting disciples 
on that first day of Pentecost, Peter ex- 
plained the phenomenon by quoting 
from Joel's prophecy, “I will pour out of 
my Spirit upon all flesh: and your sons 
and your daughters shall prophesy. . . .” 
Beautiful manifestation of the grace of 
God. “On my servants and on my hand- 
maidens I will pour out in those days of 
my Spirit, and they shall prophesy:” Oh 
the profusion of God’s gift, the Holy 
_ Spirit, to men . . . upon all flesh. When 
the Holy Spirit came upon the Ephesian 
saints, “they spake with tongues and 
prophesied.” 

We of this materialistic age can but 
rejoice as we move in the midst of the 
revival fires of twentieth century Pente- 
cost. Believers are filled with the Holy 
Spirit; and they speak with tongues and 
prophesy as in the beginning. The full- 
ness and copiousness of the flood-tide of 

-God’s Spirit is marvelous indeed. We 
earth-bound creatures can scarcely grasp 
the wealth and affluence of God’s super- 
abounding gifts. In fact, some have ac- 
tually lost their equilibrium and have 
come to think that they are “some great 
ones.” 

Even Jesus, the Son of God, was thus 
tempted. The Spirit descended upon 
Him at Jordan; then-led Him into the 
wilderness to be tempted of the devil. 
After fasting forty days and nights He 
was tempted to satiate his bodily appe- 
tite by a selfish miracle. But He spurned 
the suggestion, “Man shall not live by 
bread alone, but by every word that pro- 
ceedeth out of the mouth of God.” 
Brethren, we too, must live by “Every 
Word that is written in ‘the Book.’” 

Then that slimy little sugar-coated de- 
mon of pride sidled up to the Master 
with his insidious suggestion. “You have 
something spectacular, extraordinary. 
You really are somebody. Cast thyself 
down from the pinnacle of the temple. 
But Jesus countered, “Thou shalt not 
tempt the Lord thy God.” Brethren, we 
are still only earthen vessels, though we 
be filled with this luxurious treasure— 
the Blessed Holy Spirit. (cf. 2 Cor. 4:7). 

Finally Satan attacked with his third 
and most cunning artifice—covetousness. 
All the kingdoms and riches and domin- 
ions of the world are yours... if... 
just discount that outmoded old Book of 
God this little bit . . . just bow down to 
Satan this wee mite... enjoy as your 
own and satisfy your heart with the lib- 

ee 
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erality and abundance that men shall 
heap upon you because of the anointing. 
But Jesus concluded, “Thou shalt wor- 
ship the Lord thy God, and Him only 
shalt thou serve.” He worshiped or cov- 
eted nothing of this world, but only the 
Father's will. Him shalt thou covet and 
adore! 

We are taught by the Spirit in the 
Scriptures, “Quench not . . . and Despise 
not.’ Yea, rather, “Drink deeply of God’s 
Spirit . . . ever seek to excell in the 
greater gifts. ... Make love your quest, 
and be eager for spiritual gifts, but chief- 
ly for prophecy.” Wey., Eph. 5:18; 1 Cor. 
12:31; 14:1. We want and do cherish the 
manifestations of the Spirit of God. Our 
hearts pant after God and the bestow- 
ment of Himself in our lives . . . every 
breath of the manifestation of His Spirit 
through us is like sparkling drops of cold 
water to the parched desert traveller. 

But whether the Spirit moves upon us 
as a gentle zepher breath or as a rushing 
mighty wind, we are still only earthen 
vessels subject to every temptation and 
subtle craftiness of Satan. Therefore the 
admonition of our text: (from Wey.) 
“Do not quench the Spirit. Do not de- 
preciate prophetic revelations; but test 
them all, and hold fast to the good. Keep 
yourselves aloof from every form of evil.” 
Brethren, we may leap ever so high, but 
we must be sure to walk straight when 
our feet are on the ground. 

God created man in His own image— 
a spiritual being, though given to dwell 
temporarily in a house of dust. That 
spiritual self sold out to sin and Satan. 
Man fell from his first estate through 
covetousness and pride. And don't be 
deceived. You and I are as capable of the 
same folly today as were our great- 
grandparents (Adam and Eve) in the 


- long, long ago. 


But Jesus came and redeemed us 
through Calvary’s ignominious sacrifice. 
Through faith we have been restored to 
son-ship with God. And as a seal or ear- 
nest of our heavenly inheritance which 
we one day shall enjoy to the full we 
have received the all-blessed gift of the 
Holy Spirit. He has come within to 
dwell with my spirit (and with your 
spirit) in this earthly body—this house 
which God formed of the dust of the 
sround. And He, the Holy Spirit of God 
dwelling within this temporal home of 
clay (together with my spirit), evidences 
his presence by various manifestations. 
What glorious condescension—the bless- 
ed Paraclete of Heaven has come to be 
my guest in this tabernacle of flesh! 

But take careful note of this indisput- 


able fact. Your spirit and mine are still 
your spirit and mine. Paul admonished, 
“Do not quench the Spirit.” He referred 
not to your spirit or mine, but to that 
celestial guest who dwells with us in this 
flesh and blood. Again he admonished, 
“Do not grieve the Holy Spirit.” His so- 
licitation was not concerned with our 
human spirits, but for that immutably 
holy dove that has deigned to rest within 
this lowly abode. But, alas, how often 
are the quenched and grieved spirits of 
men mis-identified, as though they were 
the spirit of God. 


The Holy Spirit is neither quenched or 
grieved by honest comparing with the 
Word of God. Human spirits often are! 
But the Holy Spirit teaches us that “All 
Scripture is given by inspiration of God, 
and is profitable for doctrine, for re- 
proof, for correction, for instruction in 
righteousness.” God commends the 
nobleness of men who will search the 
Scriptures daily whether these things are 
so. ck. Aetssh7snl: 

If we prophesy by the revelation of the 
Holy Spirit, then our prophecy will be in 
harmony with the Holy Spirit-given 
Word of God. If we prophesy by the 
inspiration of the Holy Spirit, then again, 
our prophecy will be in harmony with 
all the Holy Scriptures. But if we proph- 
esy by the inspiration of our human spirit 
(please note) we may deviate from the 
pure course of God's Revelation. Yes, we 
may interject many things, deliberately 
or unwittingly. 

If the Holy Spirit and the human spirit 
use the same lips for expression (and 
they do), be not surprised that their re- 
spective identity is not always plainly 
evident. If they were, the solution to our 
problem would be simple indeed. But 
lest by quenching the utterance of the 
human spirit we quench the fountain of 
the Holy Spirit too, we are taught the 
rather, “Quench not the Spirit and De- 
spise not prophesyings . . . all may 
prophesy one by one... but, Prove all 
things; hold fast that which is good.” 

Because of the fine and almost indis- 
tinguishable line between utterance by 
the revelation or inspiration of the Holy 
Spirit and utterance by the inspiration of 
the human spirit, we must be especially 
careful regarding prophecies that pur- 
port to guide the details of individual 
lives. We must face the fact with honest 
deliberation, that the human spirit 
dwells and reigns within the human ves- 
sel as in his own soverign right; and that 
the Holy Spirit enters there to dwell only 
as an invited guest. The human spirit has 
ever been willful and rebellious; the 
Holy Spirit is gentle and guileless. The 
human spirit in contrition and faith in 
the atoning work of Calvary invites and 
welcomes the Holy Spirit to enter his 
home and dwell there with him—joint- 
tenants within the same dwelling. The 
success, then, of their co-tenancy de-

The Paris Conference 
by The Superintendent 


The Pentecostal World Conference is 
now history, but the good accomplished 
by that historic meeting will live on. The 
conference, composed of 150 delegates 
and a great number of observers from 
25 countries, convened in the Municipal 
Hall in Paris. 

The first two days were given over to 
spiritual worship and ministry. The sing- 
ing was in French, but when familiar 
hymns were sung, worshipers from the 
four corners of the earth would unite in 
making glorious the praise of the Lord in 
their own tongues. The experience was 
delightfully unique. The sense of mutual 
love and fellowship was everywhere in 
evidence. Ministers, selected in advance 
to speak at these preliminary services, ap- 
pealed for spiritual unity and under- 
standing, for closer fellowship and more 
consistent co-operation. 

The Sunday afternoon service was ex- 
traordinary. Delegates from the various 
countries represented were called upon 
to stand, after which one minister from 
each country was called upon to speak 
briefly for the entire delegation. This 
service lasted four hours and thirty min- 
utes, but it was so interesting and illumi- 
nating that no one seemed to mark the 
passing of time. I might say further that 
the usual order of the conference was to 
continue the services from two and a 
half to four hours: Whatever the length 
of the service or the character of the pro- 
cedings, the people stayed till the last 
Amen. 


I think the high point of the Sunday 
afternoon service came when Pastor Wei- 
chert was asked to speak for the German 
delegation. Brother Weichert stood with 
his gray head bowed for what seemed 
minutes. Then with a voice and manner 
indicating the great depths of national 
humiliation that he, together with the 
entire delegation, sensed so deeply, held 
the assembly in tense and profound si- 
lence for some five minutes. I will give 
you the heart of his little message be- 
cause I think you too will be impressed. 
“We have brought great trouble and suf- 
fering upon the world. If I should be 


asked to speak for the German people I 
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would fall upon my face and be utterly 
silent. I speak not as a German but as 
one brought out and up into a higher 
fellowship by the cross of Christ. We 
have tasted God’s judgment and also His 
grace and mercy, and now we are tasting 
mercy and love from you.” 


The first business session was called to 
order at ten o'clock Monday morning. 
Our own Brother E. S. Williams brought 
a very refreshing message from the 
Word, after which Brother du Plessis, the 
conference secretary, gave a brief out- 
line of the progress toward unity since 
the Zurich conference two years ago. He 
called attention to recent developments 
in England and in Germany, where a 
working understanding has been effected 
much on the order of the North Ameri- 
can Fellowship. 


There is now throughout the world a 
definite trend toward what might be 
termed unity in diversity. The first few 
days of free and friendly discussion re- 
garding the kind of world association 
that could be agreed upon left the con- 
ference in doubtful mood. However, 
through the exercise of great patience, a 
simple program for building the spiritual 
fellowship that exists by the grace of

I think I voice the opinion of most of 
the delegates when I say the Paris Con- |) 
ference made a real contribution toward 
world fellowship and understanding. The 
business sessions were adjourned late } 
Friday afternoon in a sweet spirit of | 
unity and accord, and a great chorus of 
spontaneous praise echoed through the | 
corridors of the great convention hall.

What a Pastor Can Do for His Teen-Agers 


More and more there is a growing 
awareness among our pastors of the need 
of doing something for our teen-agers. 
We are realizing that 
the teen-age bracket 
is the breech in our 
walls through which 
we are losing more 
souls than we are 
winning! There are a 
good many things that 
can be done .. . me- 
chanical things, and 
spiritual things. 

Among the things 
that can be done is 
the setting up of a program aimed exclu- 
sively at this one age group. The pro- 
gram must be fast moving and com- 
pletely unstereotyped in order to cap- 
ture the attention of these men- and 
women-in-the-mak'ng. This should in- 
clude three main features: devotion, so- 
cial, and recreation. Make up a calendar 
of events and be sure to include a con- 
siderable amount of recreation in the way 
of participative sports, hikes, and outings. 
‘Don’t shy away from these things be-

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caus? someone may think they are com- 
pletely without spiritual values. In the 
hands of competent, born-again direc- 
tors, ‘teen-agers can be taught wonderful 
lessons in Christian character and cour- 
tesy through the medium of recreation. 
Include also evening socials . . . times 
when ‘pals and gals’ can be together for 
some fun, food, and fellowship. Then in- 
clude a regul r time of devotion and 
worship. This is the most important fea- 
ture of the program—the one that will 
cause you to spend much time in prayer 
for the anointing of the Lord to be upon 
your thinking and planning, and at last 
upon the devotions themselves. It is best 
not to try to mix all the features of the 
program into one evening. When you 
play ... play, and when you pray... 
pray! 

It is not enough, however, just to have 
a program. Teen-agers are quick to sense 
a shallow professional interest and pro- 
gram. A pastor must have a heart-felt in- 
terest and sympathy with teen-agers if he 
is to win them. Very seldom is a pastor 
able to give this work his personal super- 
vision, but his backing of those who are 
in charge and the making of a place for 
the program in the church will have its 
telling effect on the young people, and 
little by little their confidence will be 
gained, and after a while the church 
pews will be populated to a greater de- 
gree with your teen-agers. Finally after 
just a few short years the church and 


pastor will be blessed with an unusual 


emount of young couples and their grow- 
ing femilies taking their places of re- 
sponsibi ity in the <ffairs of the church.

for the safety of his country. This will 
probably be the verdict of the nation. 
Forrestal rests today in a soldier's grave; 
there his body awaits the day of the res- 
urrection when men, raised from the 
dead by the power of God, will stand 
before the judgment bar of the great | 
God, Forrestal evidently believed had 
no existence, and render an account of 
the deeds done in the body. 

Would that all men who have unusual 
burdens to bear might be led to see that 
there is a great Burdenbearer, who has 
caused to be written in His own inspired

The Scripture 
which says, “Be not as the mule which 
has no understanding,” took on a new 
meaning as daily the stubborn beast 
sought to dismount his rider. Six pueblos 
were visited, and we had the privilege of 
dedicating two churches. Casabel (rat- 
tlsnake ) was the name of one place visit- 
ed; but when the gospel changed so 
many lives, they changed the name to 
Samaria, and it was here a new church 
was dedicated to God. This trip was 
made just before the Holy Week, which 
is so very important here. We had perse- 
cution from the police in Santa Cruz and 
Maparari and were prohibited from hav- 
ing meetings. We lezrned that the Hijas 
de Maria-(daughters of Mary) had in- 
fluenced the Jefe of the town against us. 

Prince Jonathan is five months old 
(in May) and weighs nearly 17 pounds. 
His great delight is music and his ham- 
mck, which he prefers to his own bed. 
He surely is a big healthy baby, and we 
are thankful to God every day for giving 
him to us.

Brother Heetebry, together with 
Brother Conley and an old Fijian chief 
made a trip to the villages over Palm 
Sunday week end. We try to visit this 
particular village every month. There is 
a fine gathering of Fijians, adults and 
children anxious to hear the Word. 

As is the usual custom, the mission- 
aries took with them a bag of bread, tea, 
sugar and powdered milk. The natives 
provide the rest. At the bus station they 
found themselves loaded with gear, 
Bibles and hymn books to sell to the 
natives. After some delay the Royal Mail 
gets on its way. It is a rather top-heavy 
looking bus, filled with Indian and Fijian 
passengers with baskets of clams and 
other things they purchased in Suva 
markets. These things fill every bit of 
available space around the seats. 

Arriving at the village after almost 
three hours in the bus, they find a cou- 
ple of boys waiting at the roadside to 
carry the luggage. It is a stiff pull up the 
slippery path to the native house where 
they are billeted, During their stay here, 
different ones drop into the hut to chat 
and to find out the latest news from 
Suva. A child brings a little bouquet to 
them very early before breakfast. The 
ladies appear with banana leaves and 
pots filled with many kinds of native 
food such as yams, taro, roro and prawns. 
A couple of elderly men eat at the same 
time as the missionaries, but the ladies 
and younger generation wait for the 
second sitting. 

Three services were held while there, 
as well as a time of singspiration. The 
average attendance was about 150. The 
mission car was not used for this trip, as 
it was needed to get to the branches in 
the Suva district.

You will be interested to learn the se- 
quence of occurrences leading to the 
procuring of land in America Samoa for 
the establishment of a future Bible 
school. 

SEPTEMBER 1948. Sanerivi, the old 
Samoan teacher at Vailima Fou, took 
sick the day of Iliapo’s wedding. He 
grew worse until a few days later it was 
necessary to move him to the Govern- 
ment hospital. He knew the end was 
near and faced death like a true soldier 
of the cross. It was easy to comfort the 
children who had made their decision 
for Christ a few days previously. I won- 
dered what I could say to comfort the 
church people. Pastor Levi of the Faga- 
togo church in Tutuila had gone to be 
with the Lord only two or three days 
before. To lose two of the best spiritual 
leaders was bewildering and dishearten- 
ing. But I knew they were ready to meet 
the Lord. 

OCTOBER 1948. After Sanerivi pass- 
_ ed away it was evident that there was 
no one capable to take his place. I re- 
turned to American Samoa and spent 
much time in prayer about the matter, 
for I hoped that God would send us an- 
other teacher in order to carry on the 

work that Sanerivi had begun. But no 
teacher came. About this time I felt en- 
couraged to make plans for opening a 
Bible training school in American Sa- 
moa. I filed a request with the Navy offi- 
cials in Tutuila for lease of a small piece 
of Government property located on the 
shore of Pago Pago Bay, about half way 
between the villages of Pago Pago and 
Fagatogo. The property is an excellent 
location in that it is the only piece of flat 
land available anywhere between the 
two villages. After I had waited several 
weeks for the final answer, the word 
came that it would be impossible to lease 
the land due to the fact that it was re- 
served for Navy purposes. It was a keen 
disappointment, but there was nothing 
further to do but look elsewhere. You 
may be sure that we called our people 
‘together for prayer that God would help 
us

During the months of January and 
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February many places were investigated, 
but we had no success. 


JANUARY 1949. The Captain of the 
Navy Yard gave me an old building 
which we could tear down and use for 
our school, and he consented for us to 
delay moving it until a piece of land 
could be procured. 


FEBRUARY 1949. We started Bible 
classes in the front room of our living 
quarters, a class for teachers and future 
workers, a class for the women, and an- 
other for the high school ages. Having 
school three nights and prayer meetings 
one night a week in our living quarters 
brought our strength to the point of ex- 
haustion more than once: Each day 
brought us to prayer with renewed hope 
that God would make a way to enable 
us to get land. 

APRIL 1949. I had ameeasien to visit 
the Navy official again. Reference was 
made to the piece of land which had 
been denied me for a school site. After 
some minutes of conversation, the Gov- 
ernor said, “I believe, Rev. Luce, that 
we will lease the property to you for a 
school.” I was not prepared for this sud- 
den turn of events, and my first impres- 
sion was to praise God! I wanted to 
shout my thanks to God and the Gover- 
nor too! But I suppressed my feelings 
and replied, “Governor, you may be sure 
that your decision in this matter is re- 
ceived with sincere thanks and great 
pleasure.” While I was speaking to the 
Governor, I seemed to hear the voice of 
the Lord saying, “God answers prayer. 
Prayer changes things.” 

The young men of Ragatogo began 
tearing down the old building within 
the next few days. Unfortunately the 
termites ruined much of the lumber, but 
the corrugated roofing is still in good 
shape. 

Our hearts are encouraged and so are 
the hearts of our dear Samoan people, 
for God truly has helped us. We are now 
praying for Gensent, new lumber, plywood 
and other necéssary supplies. Our great- 
est immediate need is for cement to make 
concrete building blocks. 


The main road fronts one side of the 
half-acre, and the beautiful Pago Pago 
Bay is the boundary on the other side. 
There are a number of tall cocoanut 
palms growing there that seem to beckon 
with their branches whenever the trade 
winds blow. Future buildings will be 
easily accessible to water and electricity. 
The land juts out into the waters of the 
harber, and we know that our future 
students will fish there for the many 
brilliantly hued fish that form part of 
the essential diet of the Samoan people. 
All property along the edge of Paga Pago 
Bay is Government property and is us- 
ually reserved for military use. I know 
that you will agree with us that it took 
the Lord to make it possible that the 
way be opened to establish a school.

Education Without Religion 
Peril io America 

The Roman Catholic auxiliary bishop 
of Philadelphia says the greatest danger 
to America today is not religious educa- 
tion, but education without religion. He 
added that the religious school is more in 
accord with the original ideals of Ameri- 
can Democracy than the secular school 
... Today America is suffering not from 
a material depression, but from a spirit- 
ual depression, not from the loss of gold. 
27,000,000 Youths in U. S. 
Lack Religious Training 

The pastor of the largest parish in the 
Presbyterian Church in the U. S. says 
there are more people away from God 
than in any other time in our American 
history. Rev. Louis H. Evans, pastor of 
the First Presbyterian Church, Holly- 
wood, Calif., and former president of the 
Church’s board of national missions, add- 
ed that “27,000,000 youths in this land 
are as destitute of religious training as 
though they were born in the south seas 
or in the African wilds.” Dr. Evans de- 
clared it is the upward pull of the spirit 
that we need. “We have been attempting 
our spiritual repairs on the horizontal, 
rather than on the verticle,” he asserted. 
$4,000,000,060,000 Is Total Destructive 
Cost of Last World War 

At a time when many people talk al- 
most glibly of a third world war, it is 
wise to attempt to assess the most of the 
last conflict. One of the most thoughtful 
efforts to arrive at the cost of World War 
II appears in Harper's Magazine for 
April. The most obvious and easily-un- 
earthed cost is the money actually spent 
for military purposes by victor and van- 
quished. This is recorded in national 
budgets. It came to more than a trillion 
dollars, $1,117,000,000,000. The ‘cost of 
direct destruction came to over 2 trillion, 
$2,.234,000,000,000, and the cost of de- 
pletion of natural resources $650,000,- 
000,000; altogether total cost $4 trillion. 
This amount would fill a train that would 
reach around the world twice. 
Robot Rockets Seen as 
U. S. Defense Key 

Should war come tomorrow, the U. S. 
probably could step right into mass pro- 
duction of guided missiles able to seek 
and strike the highest and fastest flying 
bombers. Exponents of the new anti- 
aircraft weapon told newsmen that un- 
less compelled to begin production im- 
mediately, further improvement of de- 
sign is desirable. The suggestion was 
that several years would be needed for 
perfection of the missiles under peace- 
time conditions. 

If development of this top-ranking de- 
fensive weapon has progressed to the

men, it can have profound effect on the 
current controversy over the relative 
capabilities of fighter planes and long 
range bombers, such as the B-36. 
Atomic Energy improvements 
Now in Sight 

Virginia Tech graduates were ad- 
vised recently that the means are al- 
ready in sight by which the efficiency of 
atomic energy may be multiplied many 
thousandfold. One operation—known as 
power-breeding—must first be brought 
under absolute control and made safe 
before it can be put to work. This is the 
process in which more “fuel” is generated 
by nuclear fission than is consumed. Dr. 
McCrady said that a single kilogram of 
uranium, theoretically, is capable of pro- 
ducing 25 billion kilowatt hours of energy 
—about as much as all the hydroelectric 
plants in the U. S. produce in three 
months, “Even if we allow a factor of a 
thousand for imperfections in the breed- 
ing process,” McCrady said, “This is still 
a ratio of three million to one.” 
Paiomar’s Eye May See 
1,000,000,000 Light Years Into Space 

Palomar’s Big Eye, already the apple 
of astronomer’s eyes, is going to be even 
better than expected, after a final polish- 
ing, 
The lens of the 200-inch telescope will 
be polished again this month, for the 
last time, it is hoped—to remove about 
20 millionths of an inch thickness from 
an 18-inch spot on the mirrors outer 
edge. The job will take six months. 

With a 10 per cent improvement er- 
pected from the final grind, Dr. Hubble, 
chief star gazer at the observatory atop 
Mount Palomar, predicts it may be pos- 
sible to photograph stars 100,000,000 
light years further away than the big 
telescope-camera actually was designed 
to reach. It was designed to see 1,000,- 
000,000 light years into space—twice the 
range of the 100-inch Mt. Wilson tele- 
scope, heretofore the world’s largest. 

So, after 20 years and $6,000,000 worth 
of effort, the mighty project soon may 
ine off in man’s ever growing search for 
nowledge of the space in which we live. 
Flying Boat Carries 
308 Men — New Record 

A new world’s passenger record has 
been set by the Navy’s giant flying boat, 
“Marshall Mars,” which flew to San 
Diego from Alameda, Calif., with 301 
navy men and a crew of seven aboard. 
The plane left Alameda at 1:58 p. m. and 
landed on San Diego Bay at 4:46 p. m.

Mechanical brains may some | 
day do all our routine chores, asserted 
Dr. Wiener, mathematician and research- 
er in the field of electronic calculation.
